Now York newspapers are “boost­

Shanghai, according to a 
letter re­ 
ceived by Mr. and Mrs. J. D. Clap­ 
saddle. G ettysburg R. D., from their 
son, Clair J. Clapsaddle, 
radio 
op­ 
erator aboard the U. S. S. Marblehead, 
now in Chinese waters. 
In a letter, dated April 28, young 
Clapsaddle says everything is quiet in 
Shanghai, adding. “ It makes me laugh 
to see the b.g headlines about the 
war in China.” 
The only excitement, he says 
he 
has seen, came when French, Spanish 
and Americans began a free-for-all. 
Tells of “ Battle” 
There 
has 
been 
no 
firing 
in 
Shanghai, he says, but tells of an inci­ 
dent the week before when the U. S. 
S. Cincinnati was fired upon in the 
Wang poo river 
“Th ese Chinese apparently do not 
figure on success.” Clapsaddle w’rites, 
‘‘or they would not fire on a ship like 
the Cincinnati. 
Shi* has 12 six-inch 
guns ami the Chinese largest guns are 
four-inch. 
When they fired on the 
ship, the T in c y ’ 
returned 
the 
fire 
and the battle was over, 
it lasted 
about five minutes. 
No one en the 
‘Cincy’ was hit, and no one knows if 
the ship’s shots found any victims.” 
The only big guns China has ore at 
the mouths of the Yangtze and Woo- 
sung river*, according to Clapsaddle’* 
letter. 
They have a range of about 
six miles, he added. 
“Our little six- 
inch guns have a range of nine miles 
accurately,” the letter states. 
Put On Armor 
The sailor tells of visiting Shanghai, 
of seeing the bodies of (lend Chinese 
floating on the river past hi* ship and 
of visiting an opium den. 
“ People 
talk about tough place* in New’ York,” 
he write, “but they sure art* tam e 
compared 
with 
these 
dives 
in 
Shanghai.” 
Clapsaddle ?aid he was looking for­ 
ward to excitement later when his ship 
was expected to take a trip up the 
Yangtze river. 
He tells 
that 
the 
bridge of the ship had been armored 
in preparation for such a trip. 
He says be expects to go to Manila 
some time in July for the annual over­ 
hauling of the ship. 
The Marblehead 
should la* in New York at the present 
time, but the hurried trip to China 
caused a charge in its schedule, he 
adds.
